TO    THE     READER. 


The  city  of  Aurora  is  the  metropolis  of  a  wealthy,  populous  and  grow- 
ing section  of  country,  composed  of  portions  of  Kane,  DuPage,  Will,  Ken- 
dall and  DeKalb  counties,  now  easily  accessible  by  the  three  divisions  of 
the  C.  B.  ct  Q.  R.  R.  centering  here,  and  by  admirable  roads  from  every 
other  direction.  This  facility  of  access  and  range  of  influence  will  soon  be 
still  further  extended  by  the  building  of  the  Fox  River  Valley  and  the 
Chicago,  Aurora  and  Iowa  Railroads.  This  centre  of  population,  trade  and 
wealth  is  the  natural  location  of  a  great  Fair— a  Fair  where  the  great  vari- 
ety of  excellent  stock  bred  by  our  farmers ;  the  magnificent  farm  products 
of  our  agriculturists;  the  bountiful  and  luscious  fruits  of  our  horticulturists;

1st.  Every  animal  or  article  must  be  entered  for  competition  in  the  nam© 
of  the  owner,  or  his  agent,  whose  number  must  be  endorsed  on  the  entry 
card.    And  any  one  attempting  to  deceive  the  committee  in  regard  to  own- 
ership, shall  forfeit  all  claim  as  an  exhibitor. 

2nd.  On  the  entry  of  each  animal  or  article  two  cards  will  be  furnished 
to  the  exhibitor,  specifying  the  class  and  number  of  the  entry,  one  card  to 
remain  attached  to  such  animal  or  article  during  the  exhibition,  the  other 
for  reference. 

3rd.  No  entry  can  be  made  after  12  o'clock  A.  M.  on  the  second  day  of  the 
Fair. 

4th.  No  animal  or  article  will  be  assigned  a  place  on  the  grounds  until 
the  entry  shall  have  been  made  as  above. 

oth.  No  animal  or  article  will  be  allowed  to  compete  for  more  than  one 
premium,  or  shall  be  entered  in  more  than  one  class,  except  as  one  of  a  herd 
or  pair,  or  as  a  collection,  or  in  sweepstakes,  t 

6th.  No  animal  or  article  shall  be  withdrawn  before  3  o'clock  the  last 
day  of  the  Fair. 

7th.  Exhibitors  will  at  all  times  give  the  necessary  personal  attention 
to  whatever  tliey  may  have  on  exhibition,  and  at  the  close  of  the  Fair  take 
entire  charge  of  the  same. 

8th.  Diligence  will  be  used  by  the  ofl&cers  of  the  Society  to  prevent  in- 
jury to  or  loss  of  animals  or  articles  on  exhibiton,  but  they  will  not  be  re- 
sponsible for  any  loss  or  damage  that  may  occur. 

9th.  Entries  may  be  made  with  R.  W.  Gates,  Secretary,  at  the  City 
Clerk's  office,  Aurora,  from  September  let  to  r2th,  inclusive,  after  that 
at  the  Fair  Grounds. 

10th.  No  officers^  superintendents  or  judges  shall  'receive  compensation 
for  services  rendered  during  the  Fair. 

11th.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  each  day  of  the  Fair  at  5 
o'clock,  P.  M.,  at  the  Treasurer's  office,  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

AWARDING  COMMITTEES. 

1st.  Members  of  the  Awarding  Committees  will  report  themselves  to 
the  Superintendents  of  their  respective  departments,  at  the  Secretary's  office, 
at  10  o'clock  ,  A.  M.,  of  the  second  day  of  the  Fair,  whore  all  the  vacancies 
will  be  filled  by  the  Vice-Presidents.

6th.  Blue  ribbons  are  designed  for  first  premiums,  red  ribbons  for 
second  premiums,  which  shall  be  aflaxed  by  the  Superintendents,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Awarding  Committee,  on  all  animals  or  articles  at  the  time 
of  the  awards. 

7th.  The  books  must  be  returned  by  the  Superintendents  of  each  depart- 
ment to  the  Secretary,  as  soon  as  the  awards  in  each  are  completed. 

8th.  No  animal  or  article  deemed  unworthy  shall  be  awarded  a  pre- 
mium; but  no  premium  shall  be  withheld  merely  because  there  is  no  compe- 
tition. 

9th.  Premiums  not  called  for  within  thirty  days  will  be  declared  forfeit- 
ed. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

1st.  If  it  is  ascertained  an  animal  or  article  is  entered  in  a  class  in  which 
it  does  not  properly  belong,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  instruct 
the  committee  not  to  award  it  a  premium.

5th.  A  strong  police  force,  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  un- 
der the  direction  of  tlie  General  Superintendent  of  the  grounds,  assisted  by 
a  corps  of  detectives,  will  be  on  duty  day  and  night. 

6th.  Dining  Halls,  under  the  management  of  experienced  caterers,  will 
afford  proper  refreshments  at  the  usual  rates. 

7th.  All  hotels,  restaurants  and  saloons  in  Aurora  will  charge  only  their 
usual  rates  during  the  Fair.

THE   FAIR  OF   1869. 


The  success  of  the  First  Annual  Exhibition  of  the  Society  exceeded  the 
anticipations  of  the  Officers  and  Directors.  The  officers  were  inexperienced 
in  the  details  of  an  exhibition,  and  the  time  allowed  them  for  the  prepar- 
ation of  the  grounds  and  buildings  was  short ;  the  enterprise  was  new,  and 
the  doubts  and  cavils  of  those  not  peculiarly  interested  in  the  movement 
had  their  effects.  But  the  labors  of  the  Committee  were  cordially  seconded 
by  the  large  majority  of  the  people  of  Aurora  and  vicinity  ;  and  that  grand 
promoter  of  successful  Fairs,  the  weather,  was  so  very  favorable  that  both 
exhibition  and  attendance  were  most  satisfactory. 

Before  the  arrangements  for  entries  were  fully  made,  the  Secretary  was 
flooded  with  applications,  and  the  space  appropriated  to  stock  was  so  soon 
filled  that  the  Executive  Committee  were  compelled  to  use  their  utmost 
exertions  in  the  preparation  of  temporary  stalls  for  the  accommodation  of 
those  that  could  find  no  room  in  the  stalls  originally  prepared.  In  other 
departments  the  articles  presented  were  more  numerous  than  was  antici- 
pated ;  and  the  display  fully  satisfied  all  who  were  interested  in  the  enter- 
prise, as  it  did  those  who  attended. 

The  exhibition  of  live  stock  was  pronounced  by  many  regular  Fair  at- 
tendants fully  equal  to  any  ever  made  in  Northern  Illinois.  Fifty  or  more 
fine  horses  were  shown,  embracing  many  fine  stallions,  trotting  and  running 
horses.  The  show  of  Devon  and  Durham  cattle  was  not  so  large  as  it  will 
doubtless  be  hereafter,  but  comprised  several  very  fine  animals.  Fine 
grades,  and  some  peculiar  breeds  were  also  exhibited.  Sheep— Merino, 
Southdown,  Cottswold,  etc.,— were  shown  in  a  profusion  warfanted  by  the 
reputation  that  Kane  and  adjacent  counties  have  attained  as  wool-growing 
sections ;  while  the  display  of  Berkshire,  Chester,  and  other  popular  breeds 
of  swine,  attested  the  belief  of  the  farmers  in  the  necessity  for  diversified 
farming  as  a  source  of  profit.  So  large  a  commencement  has  induced  the 
Directors  to  make  fuller  preparations  for  the  ensuing  Fair ;  and  ample  stalls 
and  pens  are  prepared  for  all  who  will  exhibit. 

The  Floral  and  Horticultural  Departments  were  superb,  surpassing  the 
most  sanguine  anticipations.  The  aesthetic  tastes  of  the  people  of  Aurora 
were  well  known,  as  were  also  the  fruit-producing  capacities  of  the  adja- 
cent counties  ;  but  none  anticipated  the  gathering  of  so  gorgeous  a  display 
The  "ad  interim  Committee"  of  the  State  Horticultural  Society,  who 
were  happily  present  when  this  display  was  at  its  best,  stated  that  none 
finer  had  ever  been  made  in  Illinois— that  it  surpassed  that  of  the  State 
Society.    Much  of  the  fruit  displayed  came  from  Kendall  County ;   and  it

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is  probable  that  the  future  contest  for  excellence  in  this  very  desirable  line 
of  culture  will  be  sharp  between  Kane,  Kendall  and  Will.  The  Directors 
appreciate  the  importance  of  this  branch  of  the  Fair,  and  will  do  all  in 
their  power  to  foster  it,  considering  it  their  duty  to  encourage  delicacy 
and  beauty  as  well  as  utility. 

The  display  of  articles  of  handiwork,  of  those  bits  of  bijouterie  which 
go  to  make  up  the  beauties  of  our  homes,  was  large ;  and  it  is  more  than 
probable  that,  it  will  be  largely  increased,  as  the  owners  of  these  choice 
articles  learn  that  they  will  be  properly  cared  for,  and  saved  from  injuries 
by  rough  hands  and  exposure  to  dust  and  weather.  Besides  this  endless 
variety  of  domestic  articles  shown,  there  were  exhibited  many  fine  paint- 
ings by  our  home  as  well  as  foi'eign  artists,  giving  promise  of  the  forma- 
tion of  a  very  pleasing  art  gallery  at  future  sessions  of  the  Fair.  The  loca- 
tion of  the  ground  and  buildings  so  near  a  city  of  15,000  inhabitants  promises 
a  much  greater  display  in  this  department  than  could  be  had  in  smaller 
towns. 

The  manufacturers  of  farm  machinery  did  not  present  so  large  a  quan- 
tity of  their  productions  as  they  would  have  done  had  they  anticipated  the 
presence  of  the  vast  crowds  which  thronged  the  fair  grounds,  and  inspected, 
with  the  greatest  attention  and  care,  the  implements  which  were  exhibited. 
This  year,  the  exhibition  in  this  line  will  be  much  more  comprehensive. 
The  time  is  anticipated  when  a  large  hall  will  be  provided  especially  for 
this  portion  of  the  Fair,  and  with  the  aid  of  shafting  and  belting,  each  ma- 
chine be  enabled  to  show  its  capacity  to  the  curious  and  interested  visitors. 

The  Society  had  constructed  a  half  mile  track,  and  erected,  adjacent  to  it,  a 
fine  and  commodious  amphitheatre,  from  which  a  most  complete  view  of 
the  trials  of  speed  could  be  had.  Since  that  time  the  course  has  been  made 
quite  perfect,  and  exactly  one-half  mile  long,  and  the  amphitheatre  so  ex- 
tended as  to  accommodate  with  sitting  and  standing  room  over  8,000  people ; 
making  it,  in  fact,  larger  than  any  other  in  the  West. 

On  the  whole,  the  Executive  Committee  think  they  have  cause  to  con- 
gratulate themselves  upon  the  success  of  the  Exhibition,  although  there 
were  some  short-comings  which  will  be  remedied  in  the  light  of  experience. 
A  lack  of  water  was  felt.  Though  plenty  was  had  to  supply  the  needs  of 
all  the  stock  and  visitors,  yet  it  was  not  to  be  had  in  abundance  sufiicient  to 
allow  the  sprinkling  of  the  grounds  and  adjacent  roads.  This  is  now  rem- 
edied, and,  no  matter  how  dry  may  be  the  weather,  the  attendants  upon 
the  fair  may  be  assured  of  freedom  from  dust. 

We  subjoin  the  following  list  of  awards  of  the  Society  for  1869,  that 
readers  may  see  who  received  premiums  at  that  exhibition ;  also  form  some 
adequate  idea  both  of  the  variety  of  the  articles  exhibited  and  the  extent  of 
discretionary  premiums  awarded  to  worthy  articles  which  were  unenumer- 
ated  in  the  list.  The  Directors  will  pursue  the  same  liberal  course  at  the 
coming  Fair.    The  total  number  of  entries  was  1522.
